WORLD CAP anead 


By the time you read this, Australia will have played two ; 
matches against Queensland and Iran will have been seen in action against 
a local representative Side in Christchurch, New Zealand. 

This is the month all in Australian soccer have been waiting for- 
misty August with its promise of the warmth and colour of approaching 
spring and heralding the vital battles against Iran. 

The World Cup clashes in Sydney and Teheran offer tremendous 
challenge ahd equally tremendous opportunity. It all lies in the 
hands or rather the feet of our players. 

The onus on them is great and on coach Rale Rasic, of course, even 
more so. 

He and they are tilting with history and the consequences of their 
actions will be far reaching. 

For the players the biggest test will be beating the pressure of 
the awesome publicity and importance surrounding the two games and in 
the process beating their well-prepared opvonents. 

For the coach, his biggest job this month will be to pick the 
correct teams for the different tasks they face, one in friendly 
Sydney and the other in hostile Teheran. 

This facet of a coach's job----- selection of teams--- is probably 
the most important of all his many tasks. 

Who plays, and where they play in a team, can have a stupendous 
influence on the performance of that team. Never is this soccer truism 
more likely to be tested than in a two game home-and-away contest such 
as that on Saturday week between Australia and Iran. 

The tactics needed to succeed in Sydney will be much different 
from those needed to grind out a result in front of 70,000 Iranians, 
screaming for their team in Teheran. . 

The question is should coach Rasic pick predominantly the same 
players for both games and ask them to vary their tactics, or should 
he pick two decidedly different teams, one stacked with creative 
players to play in Sydney, the other based on defensive players 
for Teheran ? 

That Rasic is already trying to solve this problem was evident 
in the recent game against Victoria which was won by the N.S.W. cum 
Australian team 2-1. 

In the first half N.S.W. had only one destructive player in the 
team ; that was captain Peter Wilson.The rest Utjesenovic, Richards and 
Mackay in the back four; Warren, Rooney and Baartz in midfield and Alston 
Ollerton and Abonyi up front were all highly skilful attack minded 
players. 

The paradox was that with all these attackers in the team, at haly 
time N.S.W. had not scored a goal and in fact was i -0 down. In the second 
half Rasic brought in a couple of more rugged players and generally tight 
ened up in defence, yet were able to score two goals to run out winners. 
This points to further problems that face our coach, who must get a result 
in the home game. 

What happens if Iran successfully packs its defence and is able to 
penetrate our exposed rearguard, and then we have to go to Teheran 
already behind on goals ? 

Rasic kmows all about winning games on defence and counter-attack 
tactics--it has been the basis of much of his coaching at club and 
national level.It may have been rather excrutiating for him to see the 
way his own goal was exposed by his attack oriented team against the Vics 
When the chips are down maybe he will revert to his tried and trusted 
methods that have brought him results in the past. In Sydney he will 
field attacking players for sure, but he will also want to keep his 
defence intact at all times.

The easiest way to do this would: be to play a’ 4-2-4 fommation, which 
would give him six players when defending and six when attacking, plus 
the width needed to beat a packed defence.The alternative would be his 
usual -4~3-3 but with the normally defensive midfielder Richards pushed 
more forward.This second formation requires more attacking from behind 
than 4-2-4 and would thus leave the area in front of his back four more 
exposed, but there would be less chance of being outplayed in the middle. 

If he goes for 4-2-4 should he use high work-rate linkmen such as 
McDonald and Rooney or prefer the more dangerous Warren and Baartz ? 

The tip is he will play 4-3-3 with one ball winner Richards, one worker 
Rooney or McDonald and one midfielder-attacker ‘Yarren or Baartz being 
the three in midfield with a tall central striker, Tolson or Ollerton 
flanked by two mobile colleagues Abonyi and Alston up front. 

At the back he will keep his sweeper and stopper back: at all times 
with the fullbacks attacking when it is on. This is the formula St. 
George's Mike Johnson would use with playmaker Mackay being considered. 

In Teheran the formation will probably be4-34-24 with Tolson a certainty 
for the central striker role, which will, in fact be that of a withdrawn 
striker, bolstering both our midfield three or the two strikers, 
depending on which team had the ball.Tolson with his tremendous stamina 
can do these jobs admirably as he has shown for Marconi. 

In the heat of Iran,the two lightweight terriers Rooney and McDonald 
would be ideal in midfield with Richards acting as a bulwark in front of 
his defence, a job he does so very well. St.George's George Harris, a 
tremendous defender, could get a recall to national duty for the Teheran 
game. Indeed the choices open to coach Rasic are many and so varied. But 
that of course in some ways can make things so tough for him. Choice is 
the creator of indecision and too much indecision can be disastrous on 
match days when there is a tendency to try and put right a team selection 
that originally you were not convinced about and which now appears to be 
going awry. 

So let us hope coach Rasic comes up with the right formula. 

Despite the importance of correct tactics and selections, what it 
all boils down to is the players-how they play on. the day. 

The last World Cup challenge had none of the preparation afforded to 
the present squad. The 1970 squad was worn ragged by excessive travelling, 
haggling and procrastination. Yet by sheer guts that bedraggled bunch took 
us to within an ace of the World Cup finals. 

That is what World Cup soccer is all about-character-the ability if 
you are skilful to produce that skill under intense pressure, the ability 
to grasp victory when it is offered to you, to throw back defeat when it 
is beginning to overpower you. The World Cup offers a soccer player the 
greatest ever test of his skill and of his manhood. 3 

The growing professionalism of the Sydney 1st Division competition 
in recent years, along with recent international competition, has 
sharpened and hardened our players to a pitch that they are truly equipped 
to win games at this level of the World Cup. 

It is up to them to do just that-nobody else can do it for them, not 
the coach,not the spectators, not the millions in various parts of the 
world who would love to see an Australian team in West Germany next year.... 
it is only up to the players, as finally it always is.
